A gracirur Ged has given the Confederate arms ab-
other victory—a vic‘ory that is almost blondless to
them, but feartuliy fital to their enemies. ‘The annals
of modern t:mez tarnigh na parallel to the battle of to-
day-—sa glight kas beop the loss on one side and so great
has heen the g'anghter on the other. The enemy have
bern slanzhtered by thonsands, while L-e's veterans
have bardly received a scratch. How else can we ex-
plain these atrarge results except upoa the theory that
Heaven has smi'‘ed opn cur arme and wrought mis-
chief among onr foes ? _

A bricf re-ume of the operstions which precedad the
erat battle of to.day, wili enable the reader to accom-
pany me in ths hurricd narrative here presented, and
to wurderstard clearly the movements of the hostile
armies.

1ie essaulied the entire lioe, as nlready stoted, at an
eurly hour. But one ssault wus made upon Early and
Heth, sed that was rerulsed with ease and great logs
(o the eremy, apd with trifling loss to the Confede—
rates. 'The aiteck upon Kerzhaw, loke and Fields,
of Audercon’s corp3 und Breckinridge, of Hill’s, on
the contrary, was beavy and vizoreus, aud was con-
tinued feom half past four o’clock until bal' past ten.—
Ap immense force was massed agaiost this part of-the
lines, and it was bronzhi up sgain and egain and hurl-
ed with Titanie vioknee against the Conlederate posi-
tion. As mauy as seven assaults were made sgainst
